The battle wus produced in evi- 
dence.- It wub labeled number twenty-five, 
which probably means that twenty-five 
saloons were visited by the two on Nov. 18

them for the police station, where you in- 
stated upon them being fined for shooting 
out of season ? 

Thnt is exactly what Geo. H. Holland, 
sou of Warren P. Holland, did Sunday 
afternoon when he marched two Wauke- 
gan men/ Chns. Hamatead nnd Andrew 
Strand, who bad been hunting nnd shoot- 
ing sqnlrrejs out of season near Russell. 

The incident is the most unusual of tho 
kind (1ml has over been recorded in local 
police circles and shows what a man with 



Holland lives just south of Russet) and 
he henrd shooting on the Neville farm, a 
abort distance to the west of his place. He 
took his rifle and streltetl toward where he 
heard the ehooting to see if the men were 
shooting game within the law. 

When «9 gDk there he found Strand nnd 
Humatead nnd he saw at their belts two, 
squirrels and n rabbit. The latter wob all 
tight* but the squirrels, under the law, 
could not bo shot at this time of year. 

Holland nekeri the men Lo show him their 
licenses but ttioy refused, saying thnt Ihey 
did not have lo— tbey admitted having 
them In their pockets. Holland is not a 
game' warden but he had helped the war- 



den off and on for a long lime and lie there- 
fore had an Interest when he snw tho men 
had cranio which had been shot out of 
season, 

When he saw that he could not get their 
names from their licenses, Holland deter'" 
mined to maku themen pay for their action 
Accordingly ha started Id follow them ns 
they went away. They ,lold him thnt it 
would do no good, that they would not 
give ' their names nnd they were going to 
walk to their destination. 

They started out but Holland . stuck to 
them. The men had taken the electric car 
from Waukegun to where tbey were, hunt- 
ing but tbey sought lo shake Holland off by 
walking. Holland told them at tbo start 
that be was going to stick to them to the 
finish, and told'lhem if they would go to 
his house bo would bitch up and take. them 
to town. They refused to do bo, alt tbo 
time denying that tbey lived in Wankegan 
The fellowft kept insisting that' Holland . 
leave them but he refuted and ' said that 
tbey would have to go with him to the 
police station upon arriving in Wankegan,' 
and if they attempted to got away bo 
would ah oo t them; 

When he made the threat the men con- 
cluded, in ,1»»*JE minds that bo had Raid, 
tinotign lo get hlhireif" into trouble and free 
them and they agreed to go to .the station. 
At the station they admitted the cbnrgo 
and the judge quickly imposed a Bne ot- 
815 and cost* upon each of them, nnd in- 
stead of fining Hoi I nnd commended him 
upon the interest be had taken In the en- 
forcement of the law.

Synopsis of tho Bill. 
1 The bill acta out .the' net of conirroBB 
BrantlnB public lands to tho atato of 1111- 
nol« to aid In tho construction "of a rail- 
road, and tho net of the son e ml aaaam- 
toly of IimiolH and the amendments there- 
to, Incorporating tho III) noli Central 
Itallroad company, 

It avora Urn under said net of con- 
frrcxa tho company' constructed ft main 
chnrtor Hno from Cairo to La Hallo, and 
two brnnchou, ono from La Ballo to Dun- 
loilli and tho other from Cenlralla to 
Chicago, and rccclvod from tho atato tn 
aid thereof nnd without coat 2,K>3 ncrca 
of lnnd, from tho aittoa or which it re- 
ceived more than 130.000,000. That aald 
main chnrtor llnca and branches wore tho 
only llnca of railroad tho company wn« 
authorized to build or operate under tta 
charter, nnd Unit down to about I&7T tho 
aluirtcr linos comprised practically tho 
onllro system controlled and operated by 
the company, 

Th'ic about 187*, tho company, assuming 
lo net under tho general lawa of tho 
state, began to build, leaso and acquire 
other lines and branches of railroad In 
Illinois and olsewhoro* for the purpose* of 
building up and controlling; n, great and 
•extensive system of railroads, 
. Bridge* Parti of Track. 

Tfc« Mil alleges that tho lines cast and 
Treat of tho Mississippi river nro connect- 
ed by tho Dubuo.ua bridge,' which la 
leased nnd controlled by the company, 
and Is In reality simply a plcco of rail- 
road track. Tlint the linos north and 
south of tha Ohio rlvor are connected by 
.the Cairo bridge, which wag built In 
name by the Chicago, St. Louts & New 
'Orleans Itallroad company and Immedi- 
ately thereafter leased to tho- Illinois 
'Central. That the Illinois Control fur- 
nished all tho money, to build aald Cairo 
bridge and controls all of the stock of 
tho Chicago, St. Louis & New Orleans 
Itallroad company, and Is, and always 
has boon In fact the real owner of tho 
Cairo bridge, which bridge, so far as the 
state Is caacomed, Is merely a. plcco of 
; ml I road track. 

That tho charter tinea and tho other 
lllnca acquired elnco 1377 (which other 
'lines are designated non-charter: linen), 
■ together with tho Dubuque, nnd Cairo 
[bridges, havo been and still are controlled, 
nnd operated as ono entire system, and 
Qtal proceeds and incomo thereof are 
CoftcclC*. by tho company. 

Tint It «4ho duty of tho company, 
.under Its charter, to pay, Into tho state 
treasury, scnd-rninunlly. five per centum 
of the gross incomo derived from the 
charter lines, and to keep an accurato 
account thereof, and to furnish the gov- 
ernor n copy of euclt account, sworn to 
"toy Its treasurer and secretary, and In 
addition, to list annually with tho audi- 
tor for state taxation, all of its, stock, 
property and assata, and pay Into Uio 
state treasury tho taxes assessed thereon, 
and In the event that said Ave per 
centum and aald stato taxes do not equal 
to at least sovou per cent of the gross 
earnings or Incomo derived from tho 
charter lines, to pay Into tho treasury 
tho difference, bo as to make tho whoto 
•amount paid Into the treasury In each 
and ever/ year at. least equal to seven 
per centum of the gross proceeds, re- 
ceipts or Incomo derived from tho char- 
tor lines. 

Duties Not Fulfilled. 

Tint' from 1EC9 to ISM tho company re- 
fused to Hat with the auditor Its stock, 
property and assets, for the purposes of 
statu taxation, and refused to pay Into 
tho treasury an amount equal to at least 
seven per cent or tho gross receipts or 
Income derived from tho ohartorllnea. 

That elnco 1SXT, It has' been tho duty of 
tho company, not only to ascertain tho 
gross receipts or Income derived from 
tho freight, passenger and other traflla 
transported exclusively over tho charter 
lines, but also tn credit the charter 'llnca 
with a Just and fnlr proportion of all tho 
freight, passenger and other earnings or 
Incomo of the en tiro system In which tho 
charter lines participated; but that the 
company has uniformly and systematical- 
ly failed 'so to do. 

That alnee 18K> tho company lias uni- 
formly deducted an arbitrary charge of 
two cents per 100 pounds for alt freight 
of every - kind hauled over the Cairo 
bridge, and an arbitrary charge of a 
centti - for each pasaenger hauled over 
«ald Cairo bridge, which said ■ arbitrary 
charges have boon credited to bridge ar- 
bitrary and deducted from , tho total 
freight and pnsonger charges respective- 
ly, and no portion of aald arbitrary 
charges and deductions havo ever boon 
reported to the governor' as a portion of 
.tho gross rccolpUi or Income of tho char- 
ter Unas. That at loaat one-half of tho 
arbitrary charges so made, and which 
amount In the aggregate to hundreds of 
Thousands of dollars, has been • unlaw- 
fully and fraudulently deducted from the 
gross proceeds or Income derived from 
tho charter linos. ,.,_„, 

That Blnco tho leasing of. the Dubuque 
bridge, an arbitrary charge of two cents 
per 10O pounds has been" taken from the 
total freight charges for all freight 
hauled over said bridge, and credited to 
bridge arbitrary, and 'no -part of aald ar- 
bitrary charge has been reported to tho 
'covornor na a portion' of the gross or to- 
tal Income of tho charter llnoa. That at 
least ono-hnir of tho arbitrary charges 
so made, and which, amount In tho ag- 
gregate to hundreds of thousands of dol- 
/lare, has been unlawfully and fraudu- 
lently deducted from the gross proceeds 
.or"* Incomo derived from the,, charter 
lines. 

Division of Earning. 

That" a largo portion of the proceoda 



or Income derived by the company from 
the operation of its system has. beon and 
stills la derived from the carriage of 
freight, pnssongers, mall, . express and 
oxcoea baggage, from sintluns on Its 
charter lines to stations on Its non-char- 
ter.' linos, and . to and from points on 
other llnca connected therewith, and that 
It was and Is tho duty of the company to 
ao divide audi portion of auch proceoda 
or Income between- tha non-clmrter lines 
and tho charter linos as to yield to tho 
charter linen their duo and Just shares of 
such proceoda or Incomo, to tho end that 
tha atato may recelvo audi share of auch 
gross or total Income as it la entitled to 
under tho charter. That In making auch 
division, tho only fair, , equitable and 
practicable method is in ncordanco with 
the number of miles tho traffic Is trans- 
ported over tho charter and non-charter 
linos respectively, but that tho company 
hns not practiced this method or any 
othor fair method In tho division of said 
proceeds of Income, but In making tho 
divisions of freight, passenger and othor 
earnings between the charter and non- 
charter linos, has uniformly adopted and 
applied arbitrary and craftily contrived 
rules and mothods, uniform only In this, 
that they have resulted In defrauding tho 
state out Of largo portions of- money to 
whlclr It wna Juatly entitled under the 
company's charter. 

The bill nets out numerous Illustrations 
and examples of tho - alleged vicious, 
fraudulent and unfair methods practiced 
by the company In tho division of 
freight, passenger and other earnings be- 
tween tho charter and non-charter lines, 
and recites other wnye In which earnings 
apparently havo been decreased. 

Its Surplus Invested., 

1 The bill further alleges: 

That tha company, In tho operation of 
Its. railroads and In tho transaction of 
Its business, has annually realised such 
large profits that, In addition to tho pay- 
ment of dividends from year to year upon 
Its capital stock, It has had a l*p-go sur- 
plus amounting to many millions of dol- 
lars. Which it has invested from time to 
time In bonds, stocks of other, corpora- 
tions, and other Interest-boar I ng securi- 
ties, which bring to tho company a large 
annual Income. That since 1S9G Its In- 
come derived from this source alone has 
been over 133.000,000. That tho Incomo de- 
rived from this source la a part .of' tha 
gross proceeds or Incomo derived from 
the charter lines, within the meaning of 
tho chnrtor, but the company has unlaw- 
fully failed to credit aald charter lines 
with said Income, or any part thereof. 

Calls Statements Untrue. 

That alnco 1S7T tha company has pre- 
sented to tho governor, semi-annually, 
purported statements of tho gross pro- 
ceeds or Income derived from the charter 
lines, copies of which purported state- 
ments are attached to the bill as exhib- 
its. 

The bill alleges that auch statements, 
and each ot them, are false and untrue, 
are made In accordance with tho vicious 
and unlawful practices aet out In tho 
bill, omit largo amounts of the earnings 
and Incomo derived from the charter 
linos, and are not verified by either tha 
treasurer or secretary of tho company, 
as required by tho charter. 

Kept Accounts Secret 

That tho officers of. the company havo 
refused to permit the governor,^ or his 
representatives, to examine certain of 
lie hooka, records and papers pertaining 
to the business of the charter lines, havo 
unlawfully removed many of Its books, 
records and papers pertaining to tho bus- 
iness of said charter lines to tho state 
of Now York. and. that the officers of the 
company claim and pretend that many 
of, the hooka, records and papers of the 
company which pertain to tho business 
of. said chnrtor lines have been lost'or 
destroyed and cannot bo produced for 
examination. That by reason theroor, 
and because of tho extent and magnitude 
of tho accounts, only a meager examina- 
tion ot a pnrtlon ot tho records and books 
of tho company lias thus far been made, 
and tho state has been unable to dis- 
cover all of* the vicious methods and un- 
lawful schemes and devices practiced by 
tho company by means of which tho re- 
ceipts or Incomo of tho chnrtor lines havo 
boon minimized and -reduced. That In 
order to ascertain the amount Justly due 
the atato. It will' bo necessary to examine 
great numbers of accounts, many of 
which are Intricate and complicated, . and 
a vast number. of vouchers, papers, and 
documents, and to make thousands- of 
computations -in the apportionment ot 
earnings between the charter and non- 
char lor lines, as well as In othor matters, 
and that owing to the magnitude of tho 
accounts, the difficulties of examination 
and tho extent of tha computations, tho 
remedy of the atato In. an action at law 
Ib wholly Inadequate and entirely Imprac- 
ticable, That though tho state, through 
Its officers, has frequently requested tha 
company to make a full and fair account, 
It haa refused so to do, and on various Ill- 
founded pretexts claims, that tha. atato 
has been paid all of the moneys to which 
It la ontltled under tho charter. 

Prays for an Accounting. 

Tho bill prays . that tho company be 
required to mako full discovery and' dis- 
closure concerning tho gross, proceeds, 
receipts or Incomo. derived from tho char- 
ter lines, and that nn accounting may be 
had, the balance of the moneys due the 
state ascertained, and that for auch pur- 
poses the company bo required to pro- 
duce all of ita books, vouchers and pa- 
pers of every kind and character relating 
to tho business of the charter lines. That 
In taking such .account, there shall 'be 
added to tho amount of gross receipts, as 
they purport to be stated In the semi-an- 
nual reports made - to the governor, all 
gross : proceeds, , receipts or Income omit- 
ted therefrom, and that tho basis for nn 
acountlng na to tho various matters set 
forth In said bill be fixed and determined 
by the court, and the company bo decreed 
to pay to the atato whatever amounts 
shall bo found to bo duo upon such ac- 
counting, together with tho coats of tho 
atato.

Asks Money to Fight Railroad. 

In a special mesaago to tbo logls* 
laturo Gov, Donoen makes a stnrtllng 
arraignment of the Illinois Central 
Railroad company, charging It with 
Illegal and dishonest practices In ful- 
filling Its charter obligations to tho 
stnto, Tbo governor askB for an ex- 
traordinary appropriation of $100,000 
to enable him to push to a definite 
conclusion a suit to bo started by the 
attorney gonoral within the noxt elx 
days. 

The law suit Is made necessary by 
tho attitude of E. H. Hnrrlman.' Start- 
ing out with tho assertion that tbo 
Illinois Central would pay overy cent 
which It owed tho stnto, ho finally 
offered to pay some of tho claims If 
others were dropped. Gov. Dcneen, 
on his pnrt, proposed that Uio com* 
pany pay tho claims which it admit- 
ted wore Just and submit tho others 
to n law suit. Harrrlman refused, and 
now tho entire matter will have to ho 
fought out la tho courts, * 

Tho total amount of tho slate's 
claim, as it now stands, Is be] loved to 
bo $4,800,000, and the examination of 
tho company's passenger and express 
accounts is not yet completed. The 
finn] totals may present a substantia! 
Increase over this amount 

Gov, Deneen, In his message, de- 
clares that the In com id etc examina- 
tion of tho' expert auditors employed 
by him has revealed tho fact that tho 
Illinois Central has made arbitrary 
rulings which deprived the state of 
revenue, has withheld various Items 
of Incomo from its statement of gross 
receipts on which compensation Is to 
bo paid, and has adopted vnrlous poli- 
cies calculated to glvo tho atato as. lit- 
tle and tho company as much as pos- 
sible, > 

In one or two Instances a specific 
statement of tho loss sustained by tho 
state is made, but theso are not the 
most Important . Items. .Tho section 
treating of tho Dubuque bridge arbi- 
trary - allows tho Inference that tho 
atato haa lost in the neighborhood of 
$700,000 because of tho practice which 
tho company Inaugurated In 1000 of 
deducting two cents per hundred 
pounds from earnings of nil freight 
croBslog tho bridge.

Begin Suit Against Railroad, 

Suit to force ah accounting in tho 
stato by tho Illinois Central railroad, 
equivalent to action, to recover mil- 
lions of dollars in back- taxes, was 
filed In the supreme court at Spring- 
field January, 14 by Attorney General 
W. H. Stead. It was to cover tho ex- 
penses involved In this suit that Gov, 
Donoen' asked tho legislature to ap- 
propriate $150,000.

An investigation on the. ground 
may nnd outfbt to bring out whether it 
waa the citizens, willing to stop not even 
at murder, who did the shooting in order 
to cast disgrace upon the soldier?, or 
whether it was the soldiers themselves 
who are guilty." The President will be 
perfectly wilHng to see this point of fact 
settled if it can be settled, but nbout the 
aw in the case, there is absolutely no 
question. The President' is the - Comma n- 
dor-in-ChiuF of the army nnd es such ho 
can enlist nnd dismiss soldiers at pleas- 
ure. Senator Lodge in hts defense of the 
President has armed himself with a mul- 
titude of precedents in Una line and show- 
ed conclusively that it was, always the 
commander in chief's prerogative in every 
clime and' country to dismiss aoldiers or 
whole regimouts of them if he deemed It 
for the good of the service or the public. 1 
Senator Lodge pointed out that an enlist- 
ment waa a contract terminable not at the 
option of tbe soldier, but of Iho command- 
er of the army who employed him. This 
has been held true innumerable time, nnd 
if it were not true there would he no safety 
for the country could nn armed regiment 
be retained in its place on the rolls in de- 
fiance of its superior officer. Tho Attorney 
General, the Constitutional. League and 
nny one else who wishes to investigate the 
affair may discover nil the facta they choose 
about who actually did the shooting. Bnt 
about the President' a right to dismiss as 
many compnniesor regiments as be chooses 
it would seem from Senator Lodge'a state- 
ments there can be no question whatever.

Hemoeratlc members are preparing 
to renew their tight 6 C two yenrs ago 
In favor of n direct primary law. At 
tho Democratic house .caucus last 
week, a resolution wob olfereil by Sir. 
Me'Goorty, of Coolc, nnd adopt urt. by, 
nnnnlinoua vote, ileclnrlnp; It to ho 
the sense of ,Ujo cnucuB-Hmt thp. Demo- 
crn'tlc", momhers mnhe every effort to 
noeuro the pns&hRc.bf n direct prlmnry 
bill nt tho present session. Since that 
time Donglns Pnttlspn, of Frcoport,. 
tho new minority' lender, hnB-declnretl' 
hlmscir in favor of a direct ( primary 
bill nnd v nnnouncpd thnt Uie mhiority ; 
wonid nttomptto eccuro tho passage' 
of mich a measure. 

There appears little likelihood, how- 
over, of nurti a law being cuncted. In 
his message Governor Deneoh Tceom- 
uten'ds that, some Blight chnrigca be* 
mndein the' present law," hut ho favbra 
lenving the existing Inw on tho 
statute books, nt least until it has been 
given h fnlr trlnl. 

Deneen's Itccommcndatlbn, 

The duo .change of. Importance rec- 
ommended by Governor, Doneen In the 
prlmnry law. la. an ninondraeht extend- 
ing tue name to elttes. The'govcrnor 
la especially Interested In this, plan 
nnd "expresses the hope that, a bill 
bearing an emergency clause t w.lU pass

SMASH WAY INTO JAIL 



Ministers) Women and Loading Citi- 
zens In. Crowd — Victim Had 
Killed Hla Spouse and 
Young Step-Son. 

Cliarlca City, la. — Jamas Cul- 
lcn. a white man 60 years old, who 
bad murdered hla wife and young step- 
son, was taken from tho jail hero 
Wednesday night by a mob and 
hanged from the bridge that crosses 
tta Cedar rlvor. Tho lynchers, who 
wore headed by some of tho leading 
cltlzona of tho town, made no attempt 
to disguise themselves. 

Tbo summary execution was wit- 
nosBcd by more than 1,000 persons. In- 
cluding some women and children and 
four ministers. A prayer service pre- 
ceded tho lynching. 

Tho crowd gathered about' tho Jail 
at nlno o'clock. With a railroad Iron 
they battered down tho door and with 
picks and axes quickly cut through 
tho wall and secured possession of tho 
prlsoacr. Immediately after hanging 
Cullcn tho crowd dispersed. 

Feared He Would Escape Death.' 

Judging from tho expressions about 
town tho hanging was largely tho re- 
sult of tho commutation granted to 
Louis Basse, tho Broracr county wlfo 
murderer. Basse, who murdered his 
wlfo within IS miles of Charles city, 
was twice granted reprieves and then 
his sentence was commuted to life Im- 
prisonment. 

One' of Cullcn's sous. It Is said, was 
hanged by a mob In Missouri near Jon- 
lln a dozen years ago for horse steal- 
ing. Culleu had beca married three 
times, his two former wives leaving 
him. Hi's brother, Richard Cullcn, a 
banker, from Warren, 111., who was In 
tho city, did not hear of tho lynching 
until It was all over, 

Men who participated In the hang- 
ing stated Wednesday night that they 
did not fear prosecution. Thoy said 
that thoy disliked mob violence but 
considered that It lynching was over 
justifiable. It was In tho case of Cul- 
lcn. ' Thoy declared that the estate of 
950,000 which he hod accumulated as 
a contractor here, would havo been 
used to fight his case In the courts 
and that It would bo years before ho 
would havo been punished, If over. 

James Cullcn, a wealthy contractor, 
killed his wlfo and his 16-year-old step- 
son at four o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, at his homo on East Clark street, 
and attempted to commit suicide, but 
failed. He first murdered his wife 
with a largo knife and then went to 
where the boy, James Eastman, was 
sleeping. When the lad felt tho knife 
blade touch his throat he battled 
bravely with his step-father and 
gained possession of the weapon. 

Boarders In the house were aroused, 
as was also Cullen's brother. Ho with 
Prof. Itudd and Royal Jacobs took tho 
knife away from Cullcn and the boy 
started to town to summon the mar- 
shal. As he went out the front door 
Cullcn shot him twice, killing him In- 
stantly. Ho then attempted to kill 
himself by shooting. 

Lynchers to Be Arrested. 

Dos Moines, la. — Gov. A. B. Cum- 
mins Thursday ordered Immedlnto 
prosecution of as many as possible of 
tho mob that lynched a "murderor at 
Charles City. The leaders of the band, 
are known and will be arrested. 



BIDS FOR PANAMA CANAL. 



Nashville and New York Men offer 
Flgurta Lower Than Anticipated. 

Washington. — Proposals opened by 
the canal commission for tho en- 
tire construction of tho Panama 
canal were as low as' had been expect- 
ed by exports. la construction work. 
Several members of the commission 
believed so von per cent, of tho esti- 
mated cost of tho construction would 
bo a fair remuneration under the con- 
tract prepared by the commission. 

Tho lowest proposal, that of Wil- 
liam J, Oliver of Knoxvlllc, Ton a., and 
An3on M. Bangs of New York, who 
offered to do tho work for G.75 per 
sent of the estimated cost, falls even 
lower than had been hoped for. Grout- 
ing that tho estimate of $140,000,000 
Tor tho construction of tho canal Is 
accurate, 'the remuneration of the 011- 
vor-Bnngs combination would bo $9 - 
1.4GO.O0O. 

Much discussion wob caused by the 
sreat difference In tho only four bids 
received, as thoy ranged from 0.75 per 
coat to 28 per cent. 



Capt. Harvey Cables That Shaft Broke 

—Passengers and Crev/ AH 

Are Well. 

Now York.— Tho steamship Ponce, 
with a broken shaft but safo, Is riding 
at anchor In HL George's bay, ,tho Ber- 
mudas, and hor crow of 52 porsons and 
tho seven passongera aboard are re- 
ported "all well.". 

This assuranco was recolved direct 
from CnpL W. A. Harvey by tho own- 
ers, tho New York and Porto Rico 
Steamship company, Friday evening. 
Friday's cablo reported that tho long 
overdue steamer hod. roachod the for- 
tified harbor In tow of tho Oermaa 
steamer Elizabeth Rlckmers, but a 
messago from tho master himself had 
bcoa eagorly nwalted by General Man- 
ager Moonoy of tho lino and still more 
anxiously by the captain's wife In 
Brooklyn. 

Mr. Moonoy stated that a represent- 
ative of tho company. would sal] on 
tho steamer Bermudlan for Bermuda 
Saturday, furnish bonds for tho In- 
.domnlty or tho Elizabeth Rlckmers 
and Immediately after arrange for a 
tow to bring the Ponco to Now York. 
The passengers will ho offered the 
option of coming to Now York on tho 
Ponce or taking passage on tho next 
Quebec' Steamship company's steam- 
er leaving the islands for New York. 

Tho Ponce, It appears, was but two 
days' sail from Now York whon her 
machinery was disabled. Sho sailed 
from Ponco, Porto Rico, Decomber 26, 
and on December 30 broke tho shaft 
la tho stern tuboi Roughly estimated, 
tho vessel was then 350 miles from 
this port which ordinarily sho. would 
havo made oa Now Year's day. Help- 
less, tho Ponco drifted for ten days, 
her signals of distress being picked 
up by tho German steamer on Janu- 
ary S. Tho Rlckmers, Capt WalBen, 
had sailed two days earlier from Phil- 
adelphia for Nagasaki and Shimon- 
esckl. 



"HANGMAN" PAVLOFF SLAIN, 



Czar's Advocate General It Shot Dawn 
by Assassin. 

St Petersburg.— Lieut Gen. Vladi- 
mir Pavloff, tho military procurator 
or advocato goaeral, generally kaown 
sin co tho days of tho lata parliament 
aB "Hangman Pavloff," from the epi- 
thet constantly applied to him by the 
radical deputies, was shot and killed 
at ten o'clock Wednesday morning 
whilo walking In tho garden of the 
chief military court building, near 
the Molkn canal. 

Tho assassin, who was disguised as 
a military clerk, was captured after a 
long chase through tho crowded city 
streets, during which ho fired about 40 
shots from two ro vol vers which ho 
carried; killing a policeman and 
wounding n small boy. 

Vice Admiral Doubassoff, ex-gov- 
ernor general of Moscow and at pros, 
ent a member of tho council of empire, 
has received notification that another 
attempt upon his life will bo made. 

Lodz, Russian Poland. — Col. Patko 
Andrleff, chief of tho gendarmes of 
tho Lodz district,. was shot and killed 
Thursday on Pol it dn Iowa street An 
Infantry patrol, fired a volley at tho 
assassin, but he escaped. 



CONFESSES TO THE COX MURDER 



Prisoner In Kentucky Case Implicates 
Hargls and Callahan, 

Jackson, Ky. — Johu Smith, one of 
tho men under Indictment for the 
murder of Dr. B. D. Cox, has made a 
confession, which Is now In tho hands 
of Commonwealth Attorney Jouott 
Smith names ex-Judge Hargls and ox- 
Sheriff Edward Callahan as moving 
spirits In the crime. Ho says that 
Hargls and Callahan Induced him to 
enter the conspiracy , against Cox, 
making promises to sea that he was 
acquitted and to glvo htm a job. Ho 
declares Callahan gave him $100 after 
tho killing, saying "Jim" Hargls Bent 
It to him.

STORY OF MANY TRAGEDIES TO 
BE TQLD IN COURT. 



Receiver of Pennsylvania Concern 

Will Ask Damages for Alleged 

Fraud and Conspiracy. 



New York. — Tho sugar trust and 
its principal officers will bo .called 
upon within a few days to defend ac- 
tions for damages aggregating $20,- 
000.000, and to answer In tho federal 
courts tho direct chargo that liy con- 
spiracy and fraud they brought about 
tho financial ruin of A competitor, 
wrecked the Real Estate Trust com- 
pany of Philadelphia lust summer, and 
drove Its president, Frank K. Hippie, 
to suicide. 

H. O. Havomeyer, president of, and 
John E. Parsons, general counsel for 
the American Sugar Refining com- 
•pany, are among the officers named In 
tho legal papers already drawn up by 
tho attorneys for George H. Earle Jr., 
Philadelphia's great organizer, who Is 
receiver for tho Pennsylvania Sugar 
Refining company. 

Mr. Earle has laid' tho allegations 
of tho conspiracy, with his evidence, 
before the attorney general's depart: 
meat at Washington, and criminal ac- 
tions by the federal government under 
the Sherman anti-trust law aro ex- 
pected. 

There Is a fully equipped modern 
sugar refinery In Shackamaxon street 
on 1 tho Delaware river, In Philadelphia, 
which has a capacity for turning out 
4,000 barrels a day, but which has 
never been operated slnco It was built 
In 1903, It Is charged by Receiver 
Earlo that the augur trust, by chican- 
ery, obtained control of this refinery 
and has kept it idle, with tho Intent 
not only of stifling the competition tho 
refinery was built to create but of 
ruining Adolph Segal, who projected 
it, and along 1 with him several thou- 
sand innocent holders of stock and 
bonds,

President Sends Senate Another Mes- 
sage on Brownsville Affair, 

Washington.; — President Roosovelt 
Monday sent to tho senate a Bpcclal 
message regarding tho Brownsville In- 
cident, which gives additional evi- 
dence collected by Assistant Attorney 
General Purdy and MaJ. Blocksom, 
who wcro sont to Texas by the presi- 
dent to Investigate the affair. Tho 
president submitted with his messago 
various exhibits, Including maps o[ 
Brownsville and Fort Brown, a bando- 
leer, 33 empty shells, seven ball cart- 
ridges,' picked up' la the streets a few 
hours after tho shooting; three steal- 
Jacketed bullets and somo scraps of 
caslngB of other bullets picked, out of 
tbo houses la which they bad been 
fired. 

The president declares that the ovl- 
donco Is positive that; tbo outrages 
of August 31 wore committed by somo 
of the colored troops that have been 
dismissed and that some or all of the 
members of tho three companies of 
tho 'Twenty-fifth Infantry had knowl- 
edge of the 'deed and havo shielded 
tbo guilty ones, The negro tfoopB 
are referred to by tho president In his 
message as "midnight assassins" and 
bo declares that very fow, if any', of 
the soldiers dismissed "without 
.honor," could have boon ignorant of 
;what occurred. 

That part of the order, which bars 
tho soldiers from all civil employment 
under, the government .Is revoked by 
the president This clause, the presi- 
dent says, was lacking lu validity.

M. Hays, president of tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, ^hat that rail- 
way wlllido^lla Dbaro tonwd/r moving, 
tho crop] of lfluT r from "Albofto, Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba to tldo water, 
and thus assist la removing a Bqrlous 
obstacle which has faced the settlers 
during recent years. Mr. Hays, who 
has just completpd a trip from Port- 
ago la Pralrlo to Edmonton in a pral- 
rlo schooner, a dlstanco of 735 miles, 
which was covered In eighteen days, 
la enthusiastic about tho country. 

This will bo gratifying to settlors In 
the Canadian West, oven If Mr. Hays 
declines to be bound to a tlmo' limit 
with tho exactitude of a stop-watch. 
Tho Grand Trunk Paclflo road will be 
la a position to take part In (bo trans- 
portation of the crop of 1907, and that 
will bo satisfactory to tho settlors In 
that country whon tho harvest Is gar- 
nered. 

The wheat crdp of 1908 in Western 
Canada was about 90,090,000 bushels, 
and, with tho Increased acreage which 
Is confidently expected to bo put un- 
der crop next year, It Is safely calcu- 
lated that fully. 125,000,000 bushels will 
bo harvested In. '1907. Tho necessity 
for increasod .'transportation facilities 
ore, therefore, apparent, and the state- 
ment made by Mr.<Hays will bring en- 
couragement to tho farmers of tho 
Canadian West, now and old. . The 
opening up of additional thousands of 
freo homesteads Is thus assured by 
tbo agent of tbo Canadian Govern- 
ment, whoso address appears elae- 
whero.
